Tt wis 200 whoen tho case was calied by
Judge Berkos, County Atioraey  Mahonoy
thon rond a list of the witnesgoa for the

prosecution and thoy woro sworn,  Tho at-
torneys for the defense askel to hava tho
witnesses cantionod avout ¢anversing in re-
gard to the onse, nnd roquoested that thay

e yot allowed 1o tho eontt room during tho
giving of testimony.  An exception was
mado to the physiolans and ponds oMpers,

Tho others wora  placod io charga of an oftl-
cor and takken from the court reom, and only
appenred when thotr names wore callod,

The nccussd wera brought into the court
room juet before the ease wus  called, Thoy
did not appear tn the loast approhonsive. As
tho testimony woas given the prisonors nt-
tentively listened to what the withess was
savitg., Havs was nob oxuetly ot his case,
and rockod hils chale eonsidocable during thy
hearlng. Borlin ramained  porfootiy quiob
When Clara Allen polnted them out ns  tno

Tosthmony of the Physicls.

De. A, B. Somera was the fiedt witnoss
culled by County Attorucy Mahoney. His
testimony developed nothing stactling,  Ho
deseribed in detnil the coudition of Mnayor
Miller when taicon to the Mothodist hospital,
and sald the wound was pecessarily fatal,
He found no powdor iatiks, nithough ho
looked for thom, and provibly would have
discovered them had thers been apy, On
cross-examination thoe doetor stated that
although tho fuce and head had been washod

pofore ho arrived there wias no \\‘il..‘llli!]l.{
dona  which would have removed powder
marks,

Dr. J. B Summers, jr., was the next wit-
noas, Dr. Summers testitled to conducting
B post mortem oxamination oo Maevor Mil-
ler's body. He deseribod the nature of the
wound, the course of tho buller, and said 1t
wnas necessarcily fatnl. He ldeatified the
bullet presentod by Deputy Coroper Walsh
as the one ho had removind from Mavor Mil-
ler's sicull.  He found no teaces of powder
burns, eitber extecvally or wternally. The
ervoss-examination developod notbing addi-
tional,

Deputy Coroner Walsh then took the
stind and gave his testimouv, Ho took
charge ol the rewains after the death of
Mayor Miller: Was prosentost the post mor-
tem examination, and the builet he was
given to look at was thoe samo that was taken
from the wayor's skull, i niso Wdentitied
thoe pistel, and said It was glven into his cus-
toldy by Chisf Doteeuve IHaze, He de-
scribed the cffects of Mavor siller, which
hod beon turned over to him by the matron
of the Mewnodist nhospital. They included
personal pupors, gold wateh and other arti-
cles, Un gross-oxamination the deputy cor-
oner was askoed to ldentify soms papers and
lead pencils presentod to bhim as belng among
tnose arucles, Heidentifiod tne papor upon
which was written, *To wham it may con-
cern: Ihave trouble in my hood, and ean
staod it po longer."  Ho wos not awars that
tho writing hud ever boen wlentitiod as
Mayor Miller's,

Told by the Police,

Chief Detective Haze was culled to {dentify
the pistol, which ho did as being thd sume
one ho rocolvod from Chief Seaver nud gave
to Deputy Coroner Walsh, He recognized
the sheet of paper tpen which was written
the pamo P O, Kellim as baing the same
secured oy Onleers Stoup and Havey from
tho pawnbrokoes

Oflloor Shoup identified the piece of papor
as balog the same sceursd feowm Loveoviteh,
the Douglas streot pawnbroker, wno had
anld was the name of the party who secured
the piatol with which Millor was shot.

Dr, G, H, HBrasn of the Methodist hospital,
testitled to Mayor Miller's comlition when
brought to the hospital, and gave the cayse
of his death. Hedentitied the papers taken
from Mavor Millor,

Miss Nannie listep, superintending nurse
of the Mothodlst hospital, wus the next
witness.  Sho identitied the papers taken
from Moayor Millor's vockes,

Whon sand Where the BBody Was Foand,

Oflcor 4. J. Donnhue wos callod ang tostl-
fiod to finding Mavaer AMiller's body on
"Elghth street, betwean Dodge strest and
Capltol avenue, 1n the weeds on the wost of
tho travelod path, ‘Coo mayor woas  Ivinge
upon his right slae, his hoad toward the
south aod facing east.  His right arm was
outstrotchied and tho left one atl his side.
The fuco was covered with blood, The ro-
volver was lying nbout six inches awuay from
in front of the body.

On gross exomination tha olicer detailed
vory minutely the surroundings whon the
body was found, A path was broken in
through the weods to where the body lay,
whileh milght bave beon wude by oue or two
persons.

His father In-law, Me AMiller, had shareos
in a ralivoad from' Ruatlnnd in Vermont to
somo other point,.  The sharaes panid no divi-
donds and he asked his voung son-in-law to
look into the mattor and acil the shares,
Gould did tooke into the matter but he did
not aell tho shiures; instond of that bhe bought
all he conld as woll as the bonds, all ar 10
eents on tho dollar. He now woent futo the
directory of the road and beecame the presi
deut., The stoek and bonds poth advanced
in prica and out of this vontura hae made a
fortune. Soeaking of this thirty yers
later, when he was a witness bafore the Pa-
cifie raytway commission, Mr. Gould sald:
*1 hinve boon all my 1ifo dealing in ratlrosds
—thut is, s I was of age—and always in

futures. 'l firat rallroaa bonds 1 ever
hod 1 bought ot 10 cents Rutland & Wash-
meton—and  not only my bonas became

good, but | sold my stock out av §1.25.7
Though so young, ho was now asuaccesslul
man aud s psturted business asa obroker
in Now York on his own aceount. But ho
Inter forwed o partnerstlp and  controllea
the affairs of the lirm of Smith, Gould &
Murtin,

Mre, Gould has never boona apeculalor in

stocks lathe senso in which that term 1s
wsually understood. He nas, hownver, un-
yuestionaply often astonished the boldest
operators by his notion In this way., Nearly
always such oporations have been subsialary
to some large cawmpalgn he was carrylng
out,
Upon ono ocieasion, whon s andvarsaries
soptaed to be getting the oetter of nlm in
avery movgy thoy poasted that thoy wera
masters an® that the great man was totter-
ing previous to his fall, 1t bevarie apparent
to Mr. Gould that these men  were being be-
lHeved, not only by the pubtle, but by the
bankers oo, Ho calmly ordered fus goncral
mun of ail work, Moroslni, to'¢o to the safety
doposit vault and bring bis  socurities,
Befora dispatehing Movosini  he n-
vitad tho Wull street roporters and half
i dozen bankers to come and seo for them-
s¢lves whether he “‘haa gone broke.'" Moro-
sind, o glganuwe Ttaban who fought with
Garibaldy, bad to make several trips belore
he could foteh all the wealth., At [astit
wis all there nnd spraad out for inspection,
Thero wora &53,000,000 of stocks und bonds
In foaoe value, snn they were of toat charac-
ter which money lenders cull gilt edgod,  He
kad in addition 20,000,000 worth of lower
grade stocks,

Mpr, Gould confessed that ho had baen a
borrower, but the bpanks held collaternls for
uil his Jouns, Iistactics surprised uis oppo
nents, It was so foreign from anvihiug this
saeretive man had ever done bafore that they
could not nnderstand it. But none of them
betieved that Mr. Gould was baukrupt. This
was ubout 1880, He must bave had at least
270,000,000 then.  His tlest vedture b Hul-
lund & Wuashington wuas exactly on the
lines swhich he bhas pursued prodvably for
miny yeoars, His noxt essay in railroading,
however, was ol Iorge sesle, aad 1t it
teactad to him  the widest possible publie
attention. KEver since Lhen he bus besu one
ol the most notable actors in Awerican
uffairs,

Now e Captarad thoe Erle.

It was in the capture and aaministration
of the affairs of the Erie Railway company
that we frst see him in company with the
pleturesque Jim Fisk and Danlel Drew, It
wis 1 Liis affale that be lled to Joersey City
with a prioting press and renaered old Com
modore Vandorbilt ympotent, for all s mil-
lions. 1t was as an officer of this company
that be participated in the spocalations in
gold which precipitated the great financial
eorisis known rs “Bluck Friday.” When
Commodore Vauderbilt tried to get control
of the stock of the company Plsk, Gould and
Dauiel Drow —the famous Ko triumvyvirats —
calmly ordered more stoek and bonds to be
peintad, and the supply was simply loox-
haustible,

1115 favorite metbod was Lo buy twao or
threo woprofitablo propoerties ot very low
prices, unite then into one larger compaiuy,
snd upoh the consolidatod wroperty issue
vouas and srtock and offer It Lo the pubiic,
Me, Gould started o oompany which bagun
parilleing the lues betwaoon lisrga oities of
the Western Unlon and  cutting rates, The
profita of tho blg ecmpany wers serlously
Ll pdlred ana the stoek  ageclined in tho mur-
